Speaker John N. G arner predicted that, if the sen­ 
ate adopted the Blaine prohibition repeal resolution, 
the house would take sim ilar action not later than 
next Monday.

T he house has refused 
to take action identical 
with that taken by the senate, but refusal was m eas­ 
ured by a narrow m argin of six Totes. 
T here i t no 
way of telling w hat changes of m ind m ay have oc­ 
curred since the first day of th e session. 
It Is hard 
to believe that after w itnessing a supposedly dry 
senate’s apparent 
w illingness to let sta te conven­ 
tions vote on flat repeal the boose will not have 
overcom e th e resistan ce of half a dozen votes.

iMany incidents in the life of Jesus stand out as so many beautiful pictures. 
Indeed, they would be sufficient to inspire us to better living, but, except for 
this story we might think of Jesus as we might think of many other great char­ 
acters, whose works have inspired us. 
But such history and such memories 
would not be sufficient. If we could n ot see the empty tomb, even as we see 
the cross, we should have to admit that our Saviour’s promises were not all 
fulfilled. 


We shudder at the thought of His cruel death upon the cross, but His resur­ 
rection upon the third day is our assurance that Jesus was all that was prophe­ 
sied of Him. In His resurrection, we s ee Him as a Saviour, who is sufficient at 
all times. Every example He set before us is perfect. His teachings are as a 
light to our pathway and are as an open door to everlasting life. 


It is not possible for any of us to point to a single obstacle in life and be able 
to say that Jesus had less to contend with. Upon the other hand, we see Him 
as He overcame every obstacle. 
And f inally, we see Him as He arose from the 
dead, and as He ascended into Heaven. 
Therefore, our faith is in Him, who 
said: “I am the resurrection and the life; he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and believe in me shall never 
die.”

The panic of 33, he said, was

m estic aud fArelgn securities, bank 
failures caused by the spreading 
of rum ors, bankruptcies, and even 
som ething like a "R econstruction 
Finance C orporation" was created 
by the Roman authorities to solve 
the difficulties. 
Rome, even before the empire, 
had an extensive system of trade. 
The M editerranean was the center 
of 
a 
large 
m aritim e commerce. 
Rome 
had 
developed a 
central 
banking system , m any of the pro­ 
vinces 
regularly borrow ing large 
tu n is from the Im perial City. The 
tax gatherers In the tim e of Christ 
life well known for w hat would now 
be called 
racketeering 
m ethods,” 
Dr Bell said. 
"The proconsuls w ere the chief 
racketeers, and after three years 
of ruie ordinarily brought home 
great wealth. Cicero was regarded 
as an unusually honest proconsul 
but. nevertheless he brought back 
to Rome some 1260,000 after one. 
year as a proconsul In Slllcia. Not 
only was there iarge concentration 
of wealth in Rome through politi­ 
cal racketeering but also through 
the operation of the large trading 
companies.
